Monopolies Made to Order. 


The order-in-council forbidding 
importation of certain commodi- 
ties provides that. the listed ar- 
ticles may not be brought into the 
country except under license 
which may be obtained from the 
Minister of Customs on recommen- 
dation of the war trade board. 
Which, or whether any, of the en- 
umerated classes of articles are 
really prohibited depends, there- 
fore, upon the prerogative of the 
Minister. Hitherto it has rested 
with the elected representatives 
of the people to say what interests 
in Canada should enjoy protection 
against foreign competition, and 
to what extent. In regard to the 
classes of articles enumerated in 
this order the authority of Parlia- 
ment has been suspended, and 
the Minister empowered to create 
an absolute monopoly in favor of 
the Canadian interests engaged in 
the production of such goods, The 
creation of trade monopolies by 
order-in-council is something new 
in Canada. 


Exemption—Conscription 

The declaration last fall that 
farmers were not to be conscript- 
ed for military service was not 
simply a pledge of exemption giv- 
en to the farmers, but an official 


statement given to the country and | 


the Allies as to how it was thought 
best, and intended, to employ the 
farmers of Canada toward the 
winning of the war. The farmer 
is not personally entitled to exp- 
emption from military service ex- 
cept for reasons which would ex- 
empt any °ther man. His calling 
does not entitle him to exemption 
unless it is more necessary in the 
publie interest that his work be 
carried on than that the work of 
some man otherwise employed 
should be continued. Like every 
other citizen, the place and duty
